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REPORT. 



TO THE QUEEN’S MOST EXCELLENT MAJESTY. 

May it please tour Gracious Majesty, 

1 . We, the Commissioners of Charitable Donations and Bequests for Ireland, appointed 
under an Act passed in the 7th and Sth years of your Majesty’s reign, entitled “An Act 
for the more effectual Application of Charitable Donations and Bequests in Ireland,” 
humbly beg leave to submit to your Majesty this our Twenty-fourth Annual Report. 

2. In presenting our last Annual Report to your Majesty we felt it necessary to call 
attention to the changes in the law relating to charities in Ireland, effected by the 
Act passed in the 30th and 31st years of your Majesty’s reign. The experience of 
another year in the practical working of the amended law has confirmed the opinions then 
expressed by us, both as to the benefit conferred by it, and as to its defects and omis- 
sions, which require to be remedied. 

3. The number of applications and communications addressed to us, appears to be 
considerably and progressively increasing. 

4. In referring in our last report to the cy pres power conferred on us by the 7th section, 
to deal with the funds of Charities limited by the Act to very small amounts, we stated 
that we had adopted the rule of not confirming any scheme without previous publication 
and notice by advertisement to all parties locally interested. We have made a similar 
rule, applicable to cases where we are authorized, under the Sth section, to propose a 
scheme to the Court of Chancery for the cy p7'es application of funds larger in amount 
than that contemplated by the 7th section. 

5. Under the 9th section funds continue to be offered to us for safe custody by 
trustees, and though we have not in every case felt it necessary to accept their guardian- 
ship, we have done so where they appeared to us to be in danger, and we have thus 
been enabled to place several endowments in security. The names of the charities, 
and the amounts already voluntarily transferred to us will be found in the Schedule 
No. 8 in the Appendix to this Report. Some offers have been made to us of charity 
property, consisting of rents and rent charges; but as these do not fall within the 9th 
section, we have been compelled to decline them. 

6. The power under the 13th section of sanctioning leases of charity property by 
trustees has been exercised by us in one case of considerable importance in Belfast. 

7. We have already had the honour to report that, in accordance with the provisions 
in the 19th section, we issue circulars to every executor of a will containing charitable 
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bequests, informing him of his duty to advertise them once in the Dublin Gazette 
and three times in local papers. "We have also directed our secretaries to prepare and 
print brief abstracts of the charitable bequests for each year in a simple form, such as 
will be readily accessible for search or reference to those interested in their being 
carried out. We hope that these precautions will materially reduce the number of 
charities withheld or concealed, particularly in that class of cases where the very small- 
ness of the amount has been the cause of their concealment or misapplication. 

8. With a view to being satisfied that the obligation of local publication is complied 
with, we have in every instance requested executors to forward to our secretaries copies 
of the newspapers in which the advertisements have appeared. This request has 
been generally and willingly complied with. The sums charged for advertisements in 
the Dublin Gazette having been complained of as excessive in small charities, and formal 
representations on the subject having been made to us by several executors, we addressed 
a communication to the Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury who were 
pleased to establish an uniform scale of 5s. for each advertisement. 

9. With reference to the provisions of the 6 th section, intended to confer on us the 
power of recovering small charities by the inexpensive machinery of the Civil Bill Acts, 
we beg again to call attention to their insufficiency and to the recommendation in the 
fourteenth paragraph of our last Report for their amendment. In four instances we 
found it impracticable to avail ourselves of these provisions, and have had, therefore, 
to decline to interfere in similar cases. One special inconvenience has been felt in our 
inability to enforce the regular payment of small annuities, in which punctuality 
is of the utmost consequence to the recipients. It is often just and desirable to compel 
the payment of a single gale, when it would be both harsh and undesirable to do so by 
instituting a costly suit in Chancery. 

10. The power conferred upon us of sanctioning compromises of charity claims has 
been exercised by us in three cases, in one of which it was the means of preventing 
a charity fund from being materially diminished, if not wholly wasted in litigation. 

11. Since our last Report to your Majesty we have held twenty-six meetings for 
the despatch of business. At these, in addition to providing for the usual payments 
and distribution of funds under our control, we made 223 orders in various charity 
matters. 

12. In our last Report we noticed the alteration in the system of keeping that portion 
of our accounts called our “Private Account,” which came into operation on the 1st of 
April, 1868. Accounts have been regularly furnished by us during the past year in 
accordance with the forms adopted, under the directions of the Treasury, and the provi- 
sions of the “Exchequer and Audit Departments Act, 1866.” 

13. We annex to this our Report, in Schedule No. 2, a copy of the Abstract of our 
Accounts in the several Charities under our administration, from 1st January, 1868, to 
31st December last ; the details of which with their vouchers having been lodged as usual 
with Master Eitzgibbon for examination and audit, have been examined and passed, and 
a declared copy lodged in the Privy Council Office, in accordance with the provisions of 
the Act of Parliament. 

14. The total amount of the trust funds which were under our care and control in cash 
and vested in Government and other securities on the 31st December last, is set forth in 
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OF CHARITABLE DONATIONS AND BEQUESTS FOE IRELAND. 5 

the 4th, 8th, and 6th Schedules, the particulars of which, together with the objects of each 
trust fund, ■will be found in Schedule No. 7. 

15. The annual amount of rents and annuities under our guardianship at the same 
period specifying the particular amount of each, with the name of the testator or donor by 
whom created, the source from whence each is derived, and the object of each trust is 
given in Schedule No. 9 ; and in Schedule No. 10 will he found a Return of Charity Funds 
standing to the credit of causes or matters in the Court of Chancery, in which the title 
of the Charity has been established by decree or order. 

All which we submit as our Report to your Most Excellent Majesty, this 5th day of 
July, 1869.
